No effort should be spared in excluding matter which is likely lo promote feelingB

easily ilabie to such perverse .na-tiire nor should have sordid, cruel and lustful stories nay 
phi-ca in this, scheme. With regard to tlie form of i.iie stories ft must be clearly untior- 
stood that 3to.ries must be stories and not mere surninarios of hi, story. Their appeal 
must be to intelleet through imagination and feeling. This is only possible - if i.hey are 
narrated in a vivid, racy and piieinresque st3dG. It. is not necessary - for this purpdk-s to 
invent incidents and details ot’ to introduce irrelevant and Gxiranedus stuff for the mke 
of creating interest.

( 2 ) Memoranduni (m the Teaching of Dmiving and Handwork. 

The teaching of Drawing in t.he majority of cor schools confineg itself at present to 
the dcTelopmeiit of skill in copying from the tlati wdvile the teaching of Handrxork limritiS 
iteelf to the exercise of certain regi/lated manipalations necessary in the construction of 
a numbered and ordered set of models. _ ^ \ ^ 

Such teaching makes a Yirtiie of slavish imitation and discourages originaiity and 
the exercise of imagination. Most pupils show their dislike of its restrictions by giving 
up Drawing and Handwork at the earliest occasion and thus lose their opporLunitj "'to 
learn by doing'’, others wdio possess a natural iildng' for draughtsmanship or craft are 
actually harmed by adherence to laborious coxy/ing and so do not even become accurate 
copyists as, in attention Id reproduction of details, they fail to grasp the vision of Ihe 
whole,. ■ : 

“To-day the best teaching is based on the real wants of the child, w'ho, comirjg 
into a strange world, must needs learn its ways, the meaning and use of tlie things he 
■sees, their relation to each other and to himself, nnd something of t'lie joy and beonty of 
:dife» .■■0.;; .^- ■■■'I 'y : ,_.,y V: ^ II'" 

" “The keynote of the best toaching i:a-day is dcrvc]<pmeiil of mind of the student, 
«o that not only shall his powers be trained, but he shall be inspired to pud; forth, the vciy 
best that is in him. To this end he is encouraged to seek for and to discover the reasoiiH 
for all he sees and for all that he is asked to do, so that with fall understanding of hm 
object and of means of attaining it, he ins,y exert his wliole force without hnode and 
without waste,” Thus wn come to the study of strnetiire with a purpose in nature and 
In art as a common basis for work in the drawing class rnoin and Die nianuai work room. 
.No longer do we teach the pupil to copy the leaf or its xepresentatiori on the black-board, 
we want him first to ask “why is the leaf built thus? Why is it thus atlacficd to the 
twig, the twig to the branch and the branch to the parent stem?

This is a real frainirig nf 
the mind and eye in searching for truth and of the mind and hand in expression of'”thc 
truth discovered. With such a principle underlying the teaching, correciioii is not merehr 
a shortening here or a lengthening there, but a criticism of the pnxdl’s caj5aciliy for analysis 
and synthesis, and estimate of their powers of observation and construction, 

' If the teacher of drawing or handwork can-, establish in the minds of his pupils a 
sense, of the relation of the part to the whole he hOnS done a service to the pupils f.bem'- 
, salves and to his colleagues in education that cannot be estimated. Buch n kcusc connoles 
m appreciation of position, direction and proportion— --llic ideal Euclid, with his yioint, 
line and space— the desideratum of the Geography students in ihe study of disirlbutlons 
on the world surface a,ud on ihe map. Ho has clone, more, for it is the" sense of relation 
and proportion that makes the useful citizen, 

, Ho longer therefore may tlm Drawing Master and the Manual insiriictor segregate 
themselves in their own particular class rooms ; they^ must consider their work as closely 
related to the work in every other room in the school. They will t!mn have little difficulty 
in correlating the dilforent Bub-divisiops of their own subjeets.

(3) Meniomndufu on Physical Training and the fnao'liing of Hygiene., 

1. Physical Training , — In carrying out the school’s course in pliysical education 
the teacher should keep in mind the close relation of this course to the lessons in hygicr:.-; 
taught in the respective classes. 

Exercises should, as far as possible, be held out of doors. . .At ail limes teachers 
should strive for correct carriage, both in sitting and in wodkiug and also in .suiuditig. 
By developing the ideal of good posture through litem turn, pictures and exampicss from 
among both children and adults, this standard will best be ottaintul. No exercise is bene- 
ficial if the child is allowed to stand Vvdt,ii drooping head and fiattenod chest, 

Bseroisea involving la.rge groups of muscles take inoro than those 'nvolviug ih*- 
small groups : a body movement must be made more slowly than an arui movfunent. 
B^espiratory exercises ' especially should be given slovvdy, with a slight pause at i-he- end 
»f expiration, never at the end of inspiration, since holding the Iweath is had for the circu- 
aation. 

It is a good plan to have a two minutes period of vigorous rumibig ..i' a fast game 
at aboutythe middle of the morning session, and again as a break in the afteninon session, 
in addition to a regular ten-minutes exercise period towards the middle of the do.vu 

In all exercises give commands sharply, cd)eerily,- ajtd vigorously. Tho stroiigib of 
the reacluon largely depends om the spirit of the counuaiid. There are two kinds ox 
command : (1) The^ prcparalory command, wduch. tells ivbat is to he doj’ie, and (2) the 
■command of execution wdiich starts the auction. There should be a suffieieni; paupiV he,, 
tween the preparatory command and the command of execution for the pupil to Ufulcrstand 
what he is to do.
